To The Editor: 
Over the past year and * half, 
we of the Pickaway County Gon 
tractors As^n. have worked with 
City Council in an effort to for­ 
mulate a building code and an 
inspection system for this city. 
In doing so, we considered 
codes that have been adopted 
by other communities, particu­ 
larity that of Columbus 
Alter much consideration and 
modification 
of 
the 
several 
codes presented, we designed 
one that seemed the most adapt­ 
able to the needs of Circlevillc 
and Pickaway County 
On Oct. 19, 
the 
final draft 
was given to Council for legisla­ 
tive action, and on that day. 
it was defeated by a vote of five 
to two. 
Why our bill was defeated is 
not entirely understood. Mem­ 
bers of Council who cast nega­ 
tive votes are not offering log­ 
ical explanations. 
There is nothing logical in one 
m ember’s explanation who ra 
tionalizcd that he did not under­ 
stand “ certain points.” 'This def­ 
initely is not excusable consid­ 
ering the length of time spent on 
the proposed legislation — when 
all points were considered thor­ 
oughly. 
On not being understood, there 
is one point uppermost in the 
minds of the Pickaway County 
Contractors Assn. The point is 
simply 
this: 
where 
was 
the 
support that should have been 
forthcoming for this most need­ 
ed piece of legislation? Where 
was that of 
the Chamber 
of 
Commerce. The Junior Cham­ 
ber of Commerce and other civ­ 
ic minded organizations? Sure­ 
ly these bodies know the urgent 
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nerd 
for building regulations 
here. 
Within these organizations are 
people in the 
insurance busi 
nesses, that by their very na 
ture, should have been extrem 
ly interested in our proposal. 
There is another point that can 
no longer be ignored, and when 
put into the form of a question,

ment? Real progress means a 
coordination of many factors — j 
and an adoption of a code and 
an inspection system must be 
included. 
This 
fact 
has

dem­ 
onstrated over and over by oth­ 
er communities that are pulling 
ahead of us and, businesswise, 
stealing us blind. 
We of the Contractors Assn. 
realize our obligation to the peo­ 
ple of this community. There is 
no ulterior motive behind our 
efforts. If we are instrumental 
in obtaining a code, the matter 
passes out of our hands and into 
that of the City of Circlevillc. 
We, from then on, must stand 
as individuals and on our own 
two feet. Rules and regulations 
will be as stringently applied 
to each of us as with any other 
individual in this community. 
We think we can conform — and 
welcome the chance to try. 
The express purpose of this

By that we mean 
that they are infinitely easier to 
hang and many papers do not j 
have to be steamed or scraped 
to come off the walls for re­ 
decorating. 
More and more time and la 
bor saving features have been 
introduced by leading manufac­ 
turers of popular priced wall­ 
papers 
Almost everyone today should 
be aware of the term “pasted." ; 
It means that the rolls of paper 
are factory-pasted with dry ad-1 
hesive before packaging. When I 
it 
is 
purchased, 
the 
paper I 
comes with a “ water" box. This I 
is a long, thin box designed to 
| hold a strip of paper. 
When the redecorating 
be­ 
gins. cut and match the paper.! 
working on several strips 
or 
enough 
for 
one 
whole 
wall, i 
Number the strips in the order 
they are to he used Incidental­ 
ly, don’t forget to leave a few 
inches at the top and bottom 
to allow- for matching. 
To apply 
the paper to th e 1 
wall, place the first strip rn the 
box or tray. Pour in water so 
that the tray is about half full. 
Then when paper is completely 
wet, pull up strip, holding the 
top edge and place against wall 
at the ceiing line. Follow this 
method with each strip, match­ 
ing and smoothing. 
All that's needed in the way 
of extra equipment is a terry 
cloth towel to catch any drip 
under the water box, or take 
care of any spillage as It is 
moved along as each strip is 
hung 
And, of course, there is the 
sponge for smoothing out wrin­ 
kles.

As t h i s is 
stripped from the wall, it de-; 
laminates, leaving a paper lin­ 
ing on the wall, which, if neces­

You can buy a lining t h a t is 
treated so that any paper can 
be pulled from it in one strip.1 
It is referred to as a r e lease 
coating 
All of which means that you 
can easily redecorate as often 
as fancy strikes you or you can 
even take your wallpaper with 
you lf you move.

The most recent change in the 
code was in 1956 but the basic 
provisions are the same: no pro­ 
fanity, no nudity, no glorifica­ 
tion of crime, sin, adultery, etc. 
Anyone who has seen recent 
films knows that the code is now 
enforced as effectively as was 
the 18th Amendment. 
For a year and a half, the ma-j 
tor companies that comprise the 
Motion 
Picture Association of 
America have discussed updat-1 
ing the code to meet today’s 
standards. 
The cause celebrate of forth- j 
coming code revisions may well 
lie “The Pawnbroker." 
The Rod Steiger film featured 
brief shots of nudity, which is i 
specifically banned by the code. 
But the code 
administration 
made an exception and handed 
a seal to “ The Pawnbroker’’ ! 
because of its artistic merit. 
Some observers feel this is a 
hypocritical situation. Obviously 
the code is not realistic when 
exceptions can be made 
The film industry moves slow 
i ly, and it may be months, even 
I years, 
before what 
is actual 
practice can be formulated into 
a revised code- But the change 
seems inevitable.
